Roy McClellan spent his 
life battling his inner de- 
mons, working to overcome 
his recurring depression 
and anger. And then Oct. 1 
happened. 

“This is really messing with 
my head,’ an exhausted Roy 
told his wife, Denise McClel- 
lan, the morning after they’d 
escaped the mass shooting at 
the Route 91 Harvest festival. 
By daybreak, the death toll of 
the massacre had climbed to 
58 with 546 others injured. 

Roy, who had worked odd 
jobs, had good days and bad 
days before the festival, De- 
nise said. But the shooting’s 
aftermath was a blow, wors- 
ening his existing troubles. 

Then, on Nov. 17, she 
learned he’d been killed. A 
driver on state Route 160 in 
Pahrump hit him and sped 
away. 

The shooting was scary 
enough. Now she’s reeling 
anew, wondering whether 
she'll ever regain normalcy. 

“I feel like I’m in another 
dimension,” she said Sunday.
